TRIED OUT ON 98 
GOATS, KILLS NONE 


All Survive “Vacuum Waves”’ 
From 1000-Pound Charge— 
Inventor Is “Licked.” 


ABERDEEN, Md., May 25 (AP) .— 
Inventor*Lester P. Bariow’s liquid 
oxygen-carbon “super-explosive” ap- 
parently failed as an instrument 


of death in a test on live goats at 
Aberdeen Proving Grounds today. 

A 1000-pound charge of the ex- 
plosive, which Barlow had claimed 
radiated lethal “vacuum waves” 
over a wide radius, failed to kill 
or harm a single one of a herd of 
98 goats tethered at distances 
ranging from 200 to 1000 feet from 
the point where the bomb was set 
off. 

Veterinarians who went out on 
the testing field after the explo- 
sion said they could find no visible 
effects of the shock on the goats, 
and Barlow. admitted the experi- 
ment had flopped. 

“I’m licked on it,” he said, “but 
I had to try it to find out.”

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LOCHNER AT FRONT 
SIX DAYS, SEES NO 
ALLIED AIRPLANES 


Finds Germans in Com- 
plete Control of Air.

AACHEN, Germany (at the Bor- 
der near the Front), May 25 (AP). 


—During six days with the German 
army in the war zone, I have wit- 
nessed probably the greatest mass- 
ing of troops in history carried out 
—to the expressed amazement of 
the Germans—with almost no in- 
terference from the enemy air 
force, as far as foreign correspond- 
ents could see. 

Every German officer will tell 
you that the Nazi army’s fast prog- 
ress was made possible only by 
perfect co-operation of the air force. 
I wondered where the similar co- 
operation by the Allied force was, 
but I found no answer. 

(The British Air Ministry yester- 
day said 1500 German planes had 
been destroyed in the two weeks 
since the invasion of the low coun- 
tries and reported continued as- 
saults on the enemy communica- 
tions and troops. Berlin last night 
put total Allied plane losses for the 
same period at 2000).

Secret U. S. Detector Said to Warn 


Of Planes 50 Miles Away, Even inFog 


WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP).— ident’s billion-dollar arms program 


A secret, supersensitive airplane de- 
tector which gives defending fight- 
ers a 15-minute warning of ap- 


proaching enemy aircraft has been 
perfected by the army for a chain 
of coastal lookout stations. 
Designed to forestall such de- 
struction as engulfed the Polish 
air force, before it got off the 
ground, the apparatus has been 
described by  Brigadier-General 
George V. Strong, in charge of 
army war plans, as “apparently far 
in advance of any similar equip- 
ment availble to any of the bel- 
nts abroad.” 
Nort hinted that aircraft en- 
gines could not be shielded or in- 
sulated against detection by the 
device, which reputedly picks up 
light waves or rays at distances of 
50 miles or more, in fog or dark- 
ness. 
Gen. Strong and Gen. George C. 
Marshall, chief of staff, gave con- 
onal committee members only 
a glimpse of photographs and the 
sketchiest of information about the 
detector when they requested that

As secretly safeguarded as the 
Air Corps’ treasured bomb sight. 
the detector has been in develop- 
ment at the Signal Corps labora- 
tory at Fort Monmouth, N. J., for 
more than two years. Given field 
tests 18 months ago at Fort Bragg 
(N. C.) anti-aircraft exercises, its 
performance gratified experts. 

Proposing to manufacture 40 de- 
tectors, costing $54,700 each, at the 
outset, the army would install them 
in six warning stations on the At- 
lantic coast, one on the gulf and 
three on the Pacific and others in 
Hawaii, Alaska, Puerto Rico and 
the Canal Zone. 

In addition, four mobile com- 
panies would be equipped to set up 
five stations wherever they might 
be needed on short notice.

High officials at the embassy 
said they knew nothing about the 
case.

HEAVY BOMBING

by the Air Ministry. 

Twelve German planes were shot 
down in a patrol of the battle 
areas, and German communications 
wide area, the communique said.

The heavy crunch of bombs fol- 
lowed one another in rapid succes- 
sion until the German bombers 
were beaten off by the French 
planes which dived with machine 
guns and cannon firing.

AIRCRAFT CARRIER

How Hitler Rearmed. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: . 
HE German blitzkrieg has at least 
focused attention on the fact that the 
world is plagued with frog-minded states- 
men. 

But if our‘statesmen could be induced 
to make a mental landing, perhaps the 
first question asked would be: “How 
did Hitler do it?” The answer is: 
“Through the help of the same world 
leaders who now condemn him loudest.” 

If Hitler is a Lucifer now, he was a 
Lucifer seven years ago, and public opin- 
jon then so branded him. President 
Roosevelt condemned Hitler’s methods 
then and condemns them now. 

Yet the administration permitted Hit- 
ler the use of exclusive American air- 
plane patents, by which Germany built 
the most destructive armada the world 
ever saw. And did not Mr. Roosevelt 
and Mr. Hull permit the sale of arma- 
‘ments to Germany over a period of 
years? They certainly did. 

Did England and France protest Amer- 
ica’s formidable help in rearming Ger- 
many? Certainly not. They too manu- 
factured war supplies for Germany and 
supplied much raw material to keep 
Hitler’s munition plants running day and 
night. 

Although almost impotent, due _ to 
their assistance in making Germany the 
world’s greatest military power, England 
and France guaranteed the integrity of 
the small European neutrals against in- 
vasion by Hitler. One by one, these 
promises proved to be worse than coun- 
terfeits. 

The showdown came in Norway, and in 
excusing the Allied fiasco there, British 
leaders arranged for a world-wide radio 
hookup to say that Norway disappeared 
because the Allies lacked airplanes. : 

Hitler, after the lament of the Al- 
lied leaders, initiated his smash through 
the Low Countries and into France. It 
revealed that England and France were 
not only short in airplanes, but in pre- 
paring Hitler for the fight, they had in- 
advertently overlooked themselves alto- 
gether. 

This left the Allies little more than 
the dramatics of President Roosevelt. 
Not to be outdone by world-wide confes- 
sions, Mr. Roosevelt hastened before Con- 
gress to tell the universe that the mili- 
tary establishment of the United States 
was inferior to that of the smallest na- 
tions, notwithstanding the enormous ap- 
propriations made by Congress. 

Despite the international didoes of 
Mr. Roosevelt and the groveling approv- 
al by Congress, it still requires a search 
warrant to find an American dumb 
enough to want to be slaughtered in 
Europe.

HITLERISM—SYMPTOM, NOT DISEASE. 


Would the destruction of Hitlerism and all its 
manifest evils—the end to which the British and 
French have avowedly devoted themselves since the 
Nazi invasion éf Poland—bring peace te Europe, even 
if that end, now far remote, were to be attained? 
Wallace R. Deuel, Berlin correspondent of the Chi- 
cago Daily News and the Post-Dispatch, answers 
this question in a brilliant, level-headed analysis of 
the factors behind the war, in the current issue of the 
Saturday Evening Post, extracts from which are re- 
printed in the Mirror of Public Opinion today. 

The answer is No, says Mr. Deuel—that is, the de- 
struction of Hitler and his tyrannical, militaristic 
Nazi regime in itséif would be no solution, mo guar- 
antee of peace. 

For Hitlerism, Mr. Deuel makes plain, is not the 
problem. Hitlerism is not primarily the disease with 
which Europe is sick. It is primarily the symptom 
of the disease. Merely to destroy Hitlerism would 
be to suppress the symptom. Destroy Hitlerism and 
leave untouched the real problem and “there will be 
a Schmidtism or a Muellerism or a Hasenpfefferism 
to destroy 20 years from now, just as there is a Hit- 
lerism to destroy only 20 years after the destruction 
of Kaiserism.” 

The problem is not Hitler but Germany. It is not 
Der Fuehrer but the German people—their number, 
their strength, their needs and their desires, their 
skills, their capabilities, their genius. Nazi-ism is 
not what has thrown Europe into war. It is the 
willingness of the Germans to go to great lengths, 
including the acceptance of Hitlerism and all that 
has gone with it, to get what they want and what 
they are convinced they are entitled to. 

The Germans have felt this way for generations, but 
it is under Hitler that they have attained a strength 
which they have never known before. They have 
grown more powerful as the French and the British 
have grown less powerful. This shift has upset the old 
preponderance by which Britain, aided by France, 
kept Germany out of the front rank in Europe. 

Germany’s sheer weight in population, its con- 
fidence in itself, its belief in the ability, intelli- 
gence, energy and achieyement of its people, its 
conviction that it is entitled to the raw goods which 
such a people need—all these constitute reasons why 
the Germans will accept a Hitler and deliver his 
brutal blitzkrieg on neutral and innocent neighbors. 

Britain and France went to war then, Mr. Deuel 
says, not merely because they were shocked and out- 
raged by Hitler’s rape of the Poles. They joined 
the battle because they concluded that they had no 
other choice if they were to maintain “their own 
national existences on a physical and moral level 
essential to their self-respect.” This, then, is the ba- 
sis of the present slaughter and destruction: 

France and England have had the means of 
maintaining their national existences on this 
level and are determined to keep them. Germany 
has lacked them and is determined to get them. 
France and England would rather fight than 
give them. Germany would rather fight than go 
without them. 

Thus, Hitlerism is only the expression of the de- 
termination of Germany. And, to quote our Berlin 
correspondent again, “So long as the basic elements 
of Germany’s strength remain unchanged and so long 
as Europe tries to go on living under its present 
political system, there will continue to be wars on 
this same essential issue.” 

This is a grim conclusion which Mr. Deuel comes 
to, but it is also a tough-minded conclusion, developed 
not on sentiment and sympathy and ties of language, 
but on a careful reading of the facts of Europe—his- 
torical, economic, social, ethnological. . 

It is a conclusion which should give all the more 
pause to Americans in this time of excitement and 
much despair. It argues strongly and persuasively 
for cool-headedness and calm thinking on this side 
of the Atlantic. 

For it indicates, in terms which cannot be dis- 
counted, that great forces are working out a destiny 
for Europe—a destiny with present tragic and hor- 
rible accompaniments, and no one knows what kind 
of future, but a destiny nonetheless, with all the ir- 
resistibility which destiny implies. 
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BASEBALL AT NIGHT. 

Baseball under bright lights came to St. Louis last 
night, and was welcomed by all concerned: the teams, 
the fans and the box office. 

The theory that night baseball means groping 
around in the dark has been exploded in other cities, 
and the St. Louis premiere, with only one error in 
the box score, showed the players at no apparent 
disadvantage. For the fans, it means a chance to 
see more games and at a more convenient.and comfort- 
able time than the traditional afternoon hour, with 
its frequently broiling sun. The added turnout means 
pleasant evenings at the gate, with early liquidation 
of the heavy installation expense assured, and then 
much-needed profits. 

All in all, it was an auspicious occasion, even 
though the Browns lost. ° 
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JUSTICE BY A LEGAL DEVICE. 

Notorious criminals have lived and prospered out- 
rageously in the United States in insolent immunity 
from the law. The classic case is that of Al Capone, 
who spoke through the murderous machine-gun 
blasts of his thugs while Chicago submitted helpless- 
ly to his reign of terrorism. 

Justice at last caught up with him through the 
legal device of prosecuting him on the charge of fal- 
sified income tax returns. 

There was no popular pride in the conviction of 
Capone, no resurgence of public confidence in the 
majesty of the law, or the efficiency of our govern- 
ing forces. Capone in prison was an acceptable 
spectacle, but the circumstances of its accomplish- 
ment occasioned chagrin among thoughtful citizens. 

There have been numerous “Capone cases,” of 
varying degrees of violence and outlawry, where the 
law’s success in bringing criminals to book by way of 
income tax evasions has been received with reserva- 
tion. ) 

The columnist, Westbrook Pegler, has reported 
public reaction to such legal victories in blunt, dis- 
turbing language. He cited, as examples, the Fed- 
eral Government’s intervention in the organized po- 
litical corruption of Kansas City and New Orleans, 
where the chief offenders, as he put it, had been 
“snared by trick Federal laws which had been 
twisted or stretched to cover crimes.” The phrasing 
of the judgment is obviously emotional. Perhaps 
it is deliberately sensational. Even so, the Pegler 
commentary, in our opinion, reflects public senti- 
ment fairly accurately. 

Official notice has been taken of the Pegler re- 
buke. The Assistant Attorney-General in charge of 
tax cases, Samuel O. Clark Jr., discussed the subject

Thursday night before the Federal Bar Association. 
He gave an excellent exhibition of intellectual contor- 
tionism. He spoke of the attitude that absolves in- 
come tax falsification of moral turpitude. No such 
attitude has anywhere been paraded, s0 far as we 


know. Most of us will readily agree with Mr. Clark's 


analogy that brackets such offense, in effect, with 
embezzlement from the United States Treasury. It 
is stealing, all right, and it is perjury. 

An eminent St. Louis lawyer in the days of Folk’s 
crusade defined bribery as “a conventional crime.” 
Juries, at times, thought differently. A New York 
financier of czaristic power and pretension was 
brought into court a few years ago to answer a tax- 
evasion charge and was acquitted; but the acquittal 
created no precedent, wrote no law, as subsequent 
events have abundantly established. 

The prosecuting official was correct, of course, in 
holding that the Federal Government in prosecuting 
big-shot tax evaders had not invaded state sover- 
eignty, but that, rather, communities had abdicated, 
so to speak, when they meekly bowed to the yoke of 
larcenous and lecherous bossism. All this is ele- 
mentary, and beside the point. 

When income-tax evasion is the only weapon in 
the law’s arsenal that can send professional killers 
like Capone to prison, or put stripes on a dictator 
like Pendergast whose organization has been ex- 
posed as a reeking conspiracy of bribery, graft, in- 
tensive and extensive corruption—the whole hideous 
structure foundationed on pollution of the ballot 
box—when such is the record as written in the 
testimony of witnesses and substantiated by pha- 
lanxes of ghastly fact—when such is the case, the 
majesty of the law is mute and inglorious when at 
last it catches the overlord of such an organization 
in the toils of income-tax thievery. 
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SPEAKING OF RECORDS. 
“Shoddy goods.” | 
That is what State Representative John D. Tay- 
lor says Attorney-General McKittrick is. 

“A record no man could run on.” 

Such is the Keytesville legislator’s appraisal of

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MOSCOW CALLS ON TROTSKY. 

It is 23 years since “The Ten Days That Shook 
the World.” The reporter who told the story in its 
factual incredibility sleeps securely in his Kremlin 
crypt. The star actors of Petrograd’s epochal drama 
have come into infinitely diverse roles. Lenin’s 
mummy parades the unanimated dust in a deified 
and eternal tableau, but exiled was his right hand 
of “The Ten Days,” the histrionic genius whose 
blazing eloquence and daring self-confidence steeled 
wavering audiences into the soldierly valor of Na- 
poleon’s Old Guard ...

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AN UNUSUAL WAR FILM. 

The war as it came to Europe, not in terms of 
armies and nations, but in terms of the average man, 
is the subject of a remarkable motion picture, “Lights 
Out in Europe,” now having its first showing in St. 
Louis, Herbert and Rosa Kline turned their cam- 
era on the crowds in London streets, the babies 
being fitted with gas masks, the dazed peasants 
of the Polish Corridor, the awkward youths of many 
nations shouldering arms, to make an impressive 
and restrained documentation of the days just be- 
fore and just after war came. 

If there is any preacuing in the film, it is in be- 
half of peace. Not peace according to the pattern of 
any one nation or ideology, but the peace of the 
common man—freedom to live in friendship with 
his neighbor, to work at his job, to bring up his 
children in a decent world. “Europe's statesmanship 
has failed again,” says the commentator as scenes 
of the last war’s great cemeteries and the French 
villages of the 1914-18 battle maps flash upon the 
screen.

66 HERE are 20,000,000 too many Ger- 

T mans in the world,’ Clemenceau used 
say at the Versailles conference. 

From the French standpoint, there was 


much to be said for this view, for the popu- 
lation of Germany was more than 60,000,000 
‘even then, and there were only 40,000,000 
‘Frenchmen. But for once in his life, the 
Tiger underestimated the German threat to 
France. Time and birthrate differentials 
have made Clemenceau’s diagnosis optimis- 
tic in retrospect. For now there are 40,000,- 
000 too many Germans in the world—40,- 
000,000 too many for France, in any event. 

There are more than 80,000,000 Germans in 
Europe. Only three other nations im Europe 
—Russia is Asiatic—are even half as numer- 
ous as the Germans—the French, the Brit- 
ish and the Italians, with between 40,000,000 
and 45,000,000 each. 

Germany is bound to be notably stronger 
than any other one single country in Eu- 
rope. It will even be a match for any other 
two countries. The Germans upset the bal- 
ance of power by sheer weight of numbers 
alone. 

But the Germans are not only an extraor- 
dinarily numerous people, they are also an 
extraordinarily able one. Among all the 
Germans’ qualities, those which have most 
impressed and most exacerbated their crit- 
ics are precisely this daemonic people’s abil- 


ity, grim determination and vigor. 
a *. 7. 


In theory and practice alike, the Ger- 
mans rank with the leaders among the 
peoples of the earth in human achievement; 
in philosophy and physics and music and 
mathematics, in theology and trade and 
shipping and engineering and industry— 
and, what is particularly important in pow- 
er politics, in the art of war. 

Qualitatively as well as quantitatively, the 
Germans are too much for Europe’s bal- 
ance of power. 

The third element in Germany’s strength 
is its advanced state of economic develop- 
ment. The Reich is poor in raw materials. 
Of the 20-odd basic materials essential for 
war, Germany can provide enough of only 
one out of its own resources—coal. In spite 
of this weakness, however, the Germans 
have built up the greatest national industry 
in Europe, one which is second only to that 
of the United States in the world. 

Geography, too, has contributed to the 
preponderant weight which Germany can, 
and does, throw into the scales of world 
politics, for Germany’s geographic position 
confers enormous advantages on the Reich. 

On three sides—on north, east and south 
—Germany borders on countries which are 
hopelessly inferior in numbers, in economic 
development and in military strength. 

The smaller Powers of Eastern Europe 
were loath to defy the German Titan. They 
came to terms'instead. And coming to terms 
meant, among other things, providing Ger- 
many with relatively secure access to valu- 
able raw materials. 

In the long run, even Eastern Europe 
— the Balkans and Russia together — can- 
not supply Germany with all it needs. But 
they can supply sufficient to enable Ger- 
many to carry on a war long enough to

The French and British empires are rich 
in raw materials, it is true, but most of 
these must be shipped through seas infested 
with mines and submarines and unloaded 
in harbors within easy range of German 
bombers. The Reich’s Empire in the East, 
though, can make deliveries by direct land 
routes which are virtually immune from air 
attack and sea blockade alike. The advan- 
tage for Germany is enormous. 

There is no internationally agreed scale 
for determing what each country “ought” 
to have and what it “ought” to be contented 
with, and the Germans certainly are not go- 
ing to accept any other country’s views on 
the subject. 

This German will to power, this urge to 
empire, has been the most dynamic element 
in European politics for 100 years. Tne uni- 
fication of Germany and its claims to do 
minion have conditioned the’ politics of the 
Continent ever since Napoleon. For the 
Germans have not only dreamed of do- 
minion, they have done something—they 
have done a great deal—about getting it. 

Nobody knows what makes nations great 
and powerful, as the world measures great- 
ness and power, any more than anybody 
knows what makes individuals great. But 
whatever it is, Germany has it. 

7 . - 

The Germans are entirely too numerous, 
entirely too able, entirely too advanced eco- 
nomically, entirely too strategically located 
and entirely too ambitious and energetic for 
the other Powers of Europe, even for the 
other great Powers. 

The other great Powers have made their 
national fortunes. They find the distribu- 
tion of the world’s goods fairly satisfactory 
as it is, and they do not want to be dis- 
turbed. France and England, especially, 
have withdrawn from the processes of ac- 
cumulating empires and have hung up a 
sign which reads, “Quiet is requested for 
the benefit of those who have retired.” 

But the Germans have not retired. Quiet 
is the last thing they want. It is no wonder 
they are such a problem for the others. 

It was failure to face these realities of 
the German problem that wrecked the 
Treaty of Versailles. Its terms were too 
harsh to win acceptance and too mild to 
compel it. Instead of producing peace, Ver- 
sailles produced Hitler. 

This same failure to face realities does 
much to explain both the initial successes 
and the final failure of the post-war Ger- 
man Republic, the success of Hitlerism 
and the present war.

and fingerprinting of all aliens in 
the United States was approved to- 
day by a Senate judiciary subcom- 
mittee. 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
said the requirement was added to 
a “comprehensive bill already 

by the House and designed 
to protect our armed forces from 
subversive activities and our people 
from “fifth columns’ or similar 
groups.” 

Senator Danaher (Rep.), Connec- 
ticut, said the bill was a neces- 
gary part of the general national 
defense program. 

The House bill merely provided 
for fingerprinting of all immigrants 
entering or visiting the United 
tates, but Senators agreed to ex- 

nd this to require registration 
and fingerprinting at postoffices of 
all aliens already in this country. 

Another section of the legislation 
would set up penalties of 10 years 
in prison and $10,000 fine for any 
subversive attempts upon the armed 
forces of the United States. 

The bill also tightens up numer- 
ous provisions for deportation of 
aliens,

Some Federal deputies said they 
feared that the pre-dawn raid yes- 
terday by more than 20 gun men 
armed with machine guns, rifles 
and incendiary bombs might have 
been the prelude to a “reign of ter- 
ror.” 

A Communist leader called it “a 
plot of reactionary domestic and 
foreign interests to discredit Mex- 
ico.” 

Trotsky, who was only scratched 
by shattered glass and flying splin- 
ters when his bedroom was machine 
gunned, has charged that “Joseph 
Stalin was directly responsible.” 

The attempted assassination 
turned into a kidnaping when the 
gunmen fled, apparently believing 
they had killed the exiled Russian 
revolutionist. They took with them 
one of Trotsky’s secretary body- 
guards, Sheldon Harte, 25 years 
old, of New York. 

Harte’s fate is not known and 
his father, Jesse Harte, was re- 
ported en route from New York 
to Mexico City by plane. 

Two automobiles owned by Trot- 
sky which the gang took were 
found today 10 miles west of the 
city. There was no further clew 
to Harte’s whereabouts. 

Examination of Trotsky’s bomb- 
torn garden and bullet-marked bed- 
room, where he and his’ wife 
crouched on the floor to escape 
death, was said to have produced 
no tangible clew to the identity of 
the radiers.

we heard but never saw in the 
early hours of Friday and an air 
raid on Aachen last Wednesday 
morning the only evidences to us 
of the existence of the Allied air- 
plane: fleet? 

During my stay on the front, I 
traveled about 1200 miles and went 
up and down more than 100 main 
roads. All were jammed. Imagine 
the confusion among horses alone, 
not to speak of men, which one 
bomber attack on such a street 
would have caused! We kept 
straining our eyes for Allied planes 
and saw none. 

Staff officers told us that Ger- 
man scouting planes located every 
enemy contingent. These scouters 
knew who was who in each ap- 
proaching column. 

They also knew where bridges 
which had to be crossed were with- 
out trees offering shelter or where 
else they were especially vulner- 
able. 

With this knowledge the German 
air force appeared so supreme that 
attack on the massed roads by the 
Allies seemed inadvisable. But we 
wondered why at least no effort 
was made to drop bombs on strate- 
gic bridges or military highways. 

German Leaders Puzzled. 

Not only I as a distinterested 
bystander was puzzled, but Ger- 
man officers implied they could 
not understand it. 

Gen. Georg von Kuechlen, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the German 
army in the Antwerp sector, and 
Gen. Walther von Reichenau, com- 
manding the army pushing toward 
the French ports opposite En- 
gland, were amazed at the absence 
of air activity. 

Allied air activity also seemed 
missing at the battlefront, although 
I can give only one personal impres- 
sion. As we watched the struggle 
for possession of the Scheldt Canal 
near Tournai from the heights of 
Renaix, we clearly saw German 
scouting planes. Officers accom- 
panying us explained that these 
planes aided the artillery by wire- 
lessing their observation. We saw 
no Allied scouters. 

German officers professed to be 
puzzled by a seeming lack of co- 
operation between the Allied air 
force and the Allied armies and 
by what they called aimless drop- 
ping of bombs at night on Western 
German cities. 

The German assured me that 
they were keeping tabs on these

Found Guilty of Threaten- 


ing Truckmen to Force 
Employment of Unionists 
in New York. 


NEW YORK, May 25 (AP).— 
Twenty-six members of Local 807 
of the International Brotherhood 
of Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Stable- 
men and Helpers of America (AFL), 


and the union itself were convicted 
by a jury in the United States, 
District Court late yesterday of 
conspiring to violate the anti-trust 
laws and the anti-racketeering act. 

Defendants were accused of in- 
terfering with interstate commerce 
and adding nedrly $1,000,000 a year 
to the cost of trucking food into 
New York City by exacting tribute 
from truckers by threats and vio- 
lence. ~ 

Possible sentences of 11 to 41 
years, according to the degree of 
guilt, face the union members, as 
well as fines of $15,000 to $45,000. 
The local could be fined a maxi- 
mum of $45,000. United States Judge 
Hulbert set June 7 for sentencing. 

The Government contended that 
the 26 members used threats and 
violence against out-of-town truck- 
men to compel employment of local 
members at $9.42 a day to unload 
trucks in the city. 

The defense alleged the local was 
making a legitimate fight to main- 
tain living and working conditions.

UTRECHT, The Netherlands, 
May 25 (AP).—The pioneer para- 


chute troops are the mystery men 


of the German army, especially 
since they caused such havoc in 
Holland, and they’re also silent 
men. 

Especially : are they reluctant to 
talk about the weapons they carry. 

I talked to others of a group 
which dropped down and held two 
tremendous bridges—at Moerdijk 
over Hollandisch Diep and south of 
Dordrecht—and while they seemed 
fond of their jobs, they were quiet 
‘about their methods. 

The parachutists seized control of 
the bridges, they said, and held 
them against all attacks for three 
days and nights, until land troops 
reached them. 

“We flew over high,” said one 
who had received the Iron Cross 
for his exploit. “We jumped from 
a low altitude, so we wouldn’t be in 
the air so long—probably about 300 
meters (about 1000 feet). There 
was a bad wind and some of the 


boys landed in the river.” 


The trooper, a short, freckled lad 
about 22 from Hanover, said they 
immediately dug into shallow holes 
around the bridge and resisted all 
efforts to dislodge them. Their 
object was to prevent the Dutch 
from blowing up two bridges, each 
about a mile long—one a railroad 
bridge and the other on a highway. 

He and his two companions, ob- 
viously proud of their success, de- 
clined to say what weapons they 
used or whether they relied wholly 
on the light machine guns which 
were dropped in separate ’chutes. 

$3 British Ships Sunk. 

The Hanover boy said two Brit- 
ish planes bombed them. Craters 
in the soft earth around the bridge 
showed where the bombs had fallen. 
One day, he said, three British 
ships came up the river with troops, 
but were sunk before they reached 
the bridge—how was not explained. 


The sky troops landed on the 
first day of the invasion and they 


boasted that by noon they had tak- 
en all bunkers occupied by the 
‘Dutch near the bridge. Artillery 


‘i5\fire then was directed upon them. 


A little distance from the Moer- 


‘49|dijk bridge, a small group of men 


in civilian clothes was clustered 
around 13 fresh graves marked 
with wooden crosses. Dutch hel-

Two German soldiers walked up. 
They took off their caps, stood si- 


yo ently for a minute, then walked 
‘away after one of the onlookers 


whispered to them. 

A little man with a shovel was 
there, too. He was not digging a 
new grave. He was taking home 


battlefields shows how inadequate- 
ly this land was prepared to cope 
with sky troops, motorized war 
machines and the clockwork pre- 
cision of the German army.

In this way the strategic bridges 
at Dodrecht, Rotterdam and the 
two structures at Moerdijk were 
saved to speed the invasion. 

In the Peel line fortifications of 
Southern Holland, flooding, miles 
of barbed wire and lines of small 
concrete bunkers were the obstruc- 
tions with which the Dutch hoped 
to halt the German advance,

Use of X-Ray 
Big Advance 
In Dentistry 
By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


S we pointed out when writing 
A vesteraay, the profession of 

dentistry ia enly 100 yeara old. 
It was in 1840 that a college for 
the edueation of dentists was 
founded in Baltimore, The prac- 
tice of dentistry then was largely 
that of tee h pulling or the making 
of dentures, 

One of the earliest American 
dental memorials was George 
Washington's teeth, exhibited in 
Baltimere on the occasion of the 


centenary celebration and which 
were made of hippopotamus hone. 


I suppose the greatest advance 
that has been made in dentistry in 
the 100 years of its existence has 
been in publie education of the 
necessity for cleaning teeth in order 
te prevent decay. It is difficult for 
us to realize that the toothbrush 
and cheap dentrifices are them- 
selves of fairly modern origin. The 
first toothbrushes were made of 
herse hair or pieces of cleth or 
linen, sometimes of sponge, 

The use of the toothbrush is still 
in itg infaney according to statistics, 
for it ig estimated that 70 per cent 
of the population of North Amer- 
iea have never had their teeth ex- 
amined and about 60 per eent have 
never brushed their teeth, 


The idea of filling teeth and pre- 
serving them instead of pulling 
them eut is also an introduction of 
the last century. The old dentists 
used to use cains, gold and silver 
and lead, wherever they could get 
it, for tooth filling, The introduc- 
tion of plaster and enamel is cred- 
ited to Laurie of Edinburgh, about 
1854,

‘was attempted in very early times, 
|has been put on a seientifie basis 
Only in quite recent times, It was 
in 1864 that a Swedish dentist sug- 
gested the fitting of a gald crown, 
‘and J. B. Beers, an American den- 


sat! tist, in 1873 made a gold shell crown 


‘which was so obviously practical 
that it stimulated others to invent 
adaptations of it. 


Dentistry has naturally profited 
from two great advances in medi- 
cine—one, the introduction of an- 
aesthesia for which dentists were 
considerably responsible, and two, 
the use of the X-ray. 


Local anaesthesia has, for most 
dentists, taken the place of general 
anaesthesia for major dental opera- 
tions. It seems strange that den- 
tists, who have been so largely re- 
sponsible for the early work in an- 
aesthesia, have never perfected a 
practical method ef preventing pain 
in minor operations, such ag drill- 
ing and cavity-filling, 


The X-ray, of course, is a great 
boon to dentists. A great deal has 
been learned about tooth infection, 
anerupted teeth, malposition, since 
its introduction, 
should pass on a warning from Dr. 
Walter 8. Thompson of Los An- 
geles who eautioned women against 
wearing heavy make-up when they 
go to dentists for X-ray, The cos- 
metics may form a layer of min- 
eral substance on the skin which 
absorbs enough X-ray energy to 
Cause burns. It takes quite a 
strong current to make good dental 
films and the danger of burning is 
by no means theoretical. 

Another great advance in den- 

tistry is the specialty of ortho- 
dontia or straightening teeth and 
creating geod oeclusion 
mouth, which is of course of bene- 
fit to general health. 
There is still work for dentists 
to do because it is estimated that 
there are 830,000,000 cavity-pitted 
teeth in the United States, or about 
6.5 bad teeth per person.
